On Enterprise 


COLUMBUS. Jan. ll — Many 
folks sre becoming convinced 
there is profit in sheep, Oscar E. 
Share. Guernsey Count agricul­ 
tural extension agent, said to­ 
day. 
Conversations 
with 
many 
farmers recently indicate a 
trend to more sheep. “Wool at 
approximately $1 per pound 
and Iambs at $31 to $32 a hun­ 
dred have convinced folks of 
the profit in sheep,” he added. 
Share warned of factors to be 
considered by folks re-entering 
the sheep business. “ Sheep can 
be used to ‘clean up’ a farm .” 
the county agent said, “ but they 
won’t be profitable sheep with 
that kind of treatm ent.” 
Improved pastures and leg­ 
ume hay are needed for a profit­ 
able sheep enterprise, he said. 
“If you don't have this type of 
feed, then sheep will not make 
you any better income than the 
livestock which you are 
n o w 
keeping. Too many folks make 
the mistake of jumping f r o m 
one enterprise to another which 
looks more profitable.” the coun­ 
ty agent warned. 


“ INSTEAD 
OF

need to improve their pastures 
and meadows so that any live­ 
stock enterprise thev choose will 
be more profitable.” ’ 
Share mentioned f e n c i n g . 
“Woven wire is almost a neces­ 
sity for sheep.” He pointed out 
that pastures have to be rotated 
to keep the animals on ground 
free of parasites.

expect a devastating atom bomb 
attack on strategic targets in the 
United States if Russia sudden­ 
ly goes to war with the West- j 
em World. 
The official belief today is that 
Russia will use both

deliver the atomic attack if war 
comes. Officials say

Here is what the National Se­ 
curity Resources Board says of 
an atomic attack: 
“ There is no known military 
defense against the atomic bomb 
itself except space. There is and 
will continue to be 
d e f e n s e 
against any carrier which a po­ 
tential enemy might use to de­ 
liver such a bomb. This defense 
alone is not sufficient. 
“ The 
constantly 
increasing 
range of aircraft, together with 
the enormous destructive capac­ 
ity of atomic weapons, makes it 
reasonable to assume that within 
the foreseeable future no area in 
the United States will be immune 
from possible attack because of 
its location alone.

“ THE ASSUMPTION, coupled 
with the knowledge that the de­ 
struction or immobilization of a 
nation’s vital industry will de­ 
stroy its capacity to defend it­ 
self, makes it reasonable to as­ 
sume that highly concentrated 
areas of vital industry and popu­ 
lation will be the most attrac­ 
tive targets. 
“ The risk of a sneak or uncon­ 
ventional attack becomes great 
because of the formidable a n d 
possibly d e c i s i v e advantage 
which could accrue to a power­ 
ful enemy in modern warfare by 
choosing the time, place 
a n d 
mode of attack. An enemy pow­ 


erful enough to attack us might 
conceivably attempt a surprise I 
attack having destructive effects 
many times those of Pearl Har­ 
bor. 
“ Atomic bombs could be de- 
l i v e r e d simultaneously by 
plane against strategic targets 
and by ship against our vul­ 
nerable ports.’’ 
This does not mean that the 1 
military expects every city hous- 
i n g 
strategic 
manufacturing 
plants to be on Russia's target 
list. On the contrary, the board 
states: 
“ The scarcity A the essential 
materials for the manufacturing 
of an atomic bomb makes pro­ 
duction so costly that we may 
reasonably assume th.at- no coun­ 
try in the foreseeable future will 
ever have enough to afford to use 
one on each city of as few as 
50,000 people, or on a congested 
industrial arca of less than five 
square miles.” 
Aside from the steel and air­ 
plane industries, the military be­ 
lieve Russian targets would in­ 
clude highly-inflammable indus­ 
tries. whose destruction could be 
expected 
to 
spread 
holocaust 
fires to other vital resources in 
the area. This list could include 
oil refineries, oil storage plants, 
paint and chemical factories. 
All this explains why the ad­ 
ministration rushed a $3.1 billion 
Civil D e f e n s e appropriation 
through the dying Congress. It 
also explains why tho adminis­ 
tration is rushing creation of a 
nationwide Civilian Defense or­ 
ganization.

MOST parents realize the con­ 
tribution that straight, regular 
teeth make to a child’s appear­ 
ance without at all understand­ 
ing their role In maintaining 
health. And yet, if you stop to 
think a minute, it becomes ob­ 
vious. 
When the teeth are crooked, 
the child cannot chew his food 
properly. Unchewed food puts an 
extra burden on the stomach to 
digest it. Poor digestion leads to elusion unless the spaces from 


seven years old. Of course, in the 
meantime, the child must be 
taught to take care of his teeth 
by regular brushing. 


N ecessary Foods 


It is the Job of the parents to 
make sure that the diet contains 
all of the necessary foods, par­ 
ticularly those rich in calcium or 
lime, such as milk and its prod­ 
ucts.

A Bad Bite 
This vicious circle often begins 
with what is known as maloc­ 
clusion or bad bite, a condition 
In which the teeth do not come 
together as they should. There is 
great strength in the Jaw mus­ 
cles, and when the bite is bad, 
continued chewing gradually 
moves the teeth out of their nor­ 
mal position. There is also irrita­ 
tion and soreness of the gum tis­ 
sues. 
All of this may result in early 
loss of the teeth, and In mouth 
infections. It Is advisable to take 
the child to the dentist by the 
time he is three years of age, and 
at six-month intervals 
there­ 
after. The dentist will advise 
when the services of a specialist 
in straightening the teeth be­ 
comes necessary. Often, such pro­ 
cedures are not employed until 
after the youngster is six or loss in weight may be helpful. 


which the teeth are lost are filled 
by artificial teeth or so-called 
space fillers. The dentist will ad­ 
vise Just what is necessary in 
such instances 
Every effort to prevent decayed 
teeth must be made, since badly 
decayed teeth have to be re­ 
moved By taking the child to the 
dentist at an early age, much 
trouble may be saved. With the 
dentist s efforts, the early loss of 
the teeth is avoided, crooked 
teeth and malocclusion corrected 
and the host of ills which follow 
in their train prevented.

This is Miss Schoppe’* second

vem ber she gave the initial ad­ 
dress and dem onstration in the 
course which dealt with color 
harm ony and design. 
Wednesday 
afternoon, 
town­ 
ship leaders began to work on 
hooked rugs after Miss Schoppe 
had explained the hooking tech­ 
nique. Most of the rug b a c k ­ 
grounds were mounted on hom e­ 
- m a d e fram es. Many of the back­ 
g r o u n d s 
had 
original 
designs 
traced on them. 
Miss Schoppe explained that j 
rugs merely served as b a c k- j 
ground. Furniture, wall paper, I 
draperies, even the people in the 
room, should capture the in te r-, 
est. 
For that reason Mrs. Schoppe 
suggested mellow 
harmonizing 
tones and simple geometric de- 
^ s ig n s instead of sharply 
c o n - 
™ trasting colors or startling de­ 
signs. 
Miss Schoppe said that f r e ­ 
quently hom em akers had a real 
sense of color and design which 
should be encouraged. She liked 
for her leader trainees to pick 
their own colors, m ake their own 
designs. 
Most of the rugs were being 
m ade of cotton yarn Wednesday. I 
gll-Miss Schoppe pointed out that 
lovely rugs could be m ade of old 
woolen suits and sw eaters and 
underwear. 
When Miss Schoppe lectures 
and dem onstrates braided r u g 
making in her final appearance 
here Jan. 31, she will show how 
a rug may be m ade of burlap 
sacks. 
Miss Schoppe stressed color, 
design, safety and wearability of 
Q rugs. She said: 
“ After all, rugs take time and 
energy and thought and h a r d 
work. They must be sewed with 
linen thread that has a high de­ 
gree of wearability. They m ust 
he of colors that will not show 
soil, that w'lll harmonize with the 
browns of the floor and wood­ 
work. They certainly m ust 
be 
m ade as safe as possible.** 
Miss 
Schoppe 
recom m ended 
A rubber treads tile size of t h e 
rug, or a heavy sizing of starch 
for safety. Sh< spoke on a com ­ 
m ercial rubber sizing that could 
be purchased by the gallon and 
brushed on the back of a rug to 
prevent slipping. 
Leaders worked on their rugs 
as Miss Schoppe went from per­ 
son to person offering 
sugges­ 
tions.

If Communist Russia should 
unleash its

umn in warfare. 
A strong sabotage or guerril­ 
la apparatus, 
well-organized 
and 
skilfully 
commanded, 
exists in every non-Conrmunist 
country and with only a few’ 
possible exceptions they would 
be able to work with terrible 
effectiveness as tactical arms 
of the Bed army. 
The Communist Fifth Column 
in America wasn’t quite ready 
IO years ago w’hen the free w’orld 
was 
struggling to 
arm 
itself 
against a Berlin-Rome - Tokyo 
Axis that had suddenly gained 
Soviet Russia as an ally. But 
even then it w’as strong enough 
to have seriously hampered our 
arm am ent production, had not 
Hitler’s sudden attack on Russia 
switched the American Commun­ 
ists from saboteurs to frenzied 
war workers overnight. Today 
Moscow’s worldwide Fifth Col­ 
umn is fully ready to strike at 
the heart of every nation outside 
the Iron Curtain on a given sig­ 
nal. 
During the Hitler-Stalin part­ 
nership of 1941 Communist offi­ 
cials

struck the sprawling Allis-Chal- 
m ers plant in Milwaukee, and in j

Their

In Socialist France, England 
and Italy very little has been 
done to “neutralize” the dor­ 
mant menace of the Commun­ 
ist Fifth Column. 
In Australia, where Socialists 
were voted out, the new govern­ 
ment is tackling the problem but 
it is being hamstrung every step 
of the way by those labor unions 
which are controlled by Com­ 
munists, and an assorted array 
of sympathizers and dupes who 
cry “ civil rights!** 
In the U. S. eight unions which 1
